ORUMPAOKER OUT OF THE INDIANA 
CONGRESSIONAL CONTEST. 


After Being: Selected as a Compromise 
Candidate by the Landis and Johnston 
Factions He Retires—It Is Believed He 
Has Accepted the Monon Railway At- 
torneyship - Texas Democrats Vote 
Down Free Silver After a Heated Fight 
Culberson Named for Governor.

Select delegates as you had 
intended, Tell the boys. Come down at 
once and I will explain.“ 

Naturally this created no little furor in Re- 
publican ranks and the leaders immediately 
engaged in wire pulling for their candidates. 
No one here seems to able to offer a satis- 
factory explanation for Mr. Crumpacker’s 
withdrawal! uniess it is that he has decided to 
accept the position of general solicitor of the 
Monon railway company, which was tendered 
to him some time ago. 

However, Lake County’s interests will not 
be lost sight of at the convention which meets 
in Logansport Aug. 22 to select ‘a standard- 
bearer for the Republicans in the 
Tenth.

Dallas, Tex., Aug. 16.—The Cleveland 
Democracy, headed by George Clark, jumped 
into the saddle in Texas at 1 o'clock this 
morning and rode over the free silver 16 to 1 
ratioites by a vote of 451 to 415. The plat- 
form presented by the majority of commit- 
tee’s report was adopted by that vote, Had 
the minority or free silver at the ratio of 10 
to 1 report been adopted there is a probabil- 
ity that the straight Cleveland men would 
have bolted the convention, for their feelings 
had been worked up to the point of anger, 
and it issaid many free silver men voted 
against their convictions in the interest of 
harmony. 

When the convention assembled at 10:30 
this morning Chairman Hambley read a let- 
ter from John H. Reagan, withdrawing from 
the race for Governor, declaring he had made 
his canvass on the issue of free silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, and that he would not accept 
a nomination on the piatform adopted, if 
given him. He said, however, he would sup- 
port the ticket that should be nominated. 
The convention proeeeded to nominations for 
Governor. 

At the beginning of the first ballot John D. 
McCall withdrew, leaving the race for Gov- 
ernor between Culberson and Lanham. 
Reagan's old forces went largely to David B. 
Culberson, and when he had received over 
500 votes the roll-call was stopped by Lan- 
ham’s friends and Culberson nominated by 
acclamation. George T. Jester of Corsicana 
was nominated for Lientenant-Governor and 
the convention took a recess until 8 o'clock 
tonight. 

The platform, which was adopted at 1 
o’clock after a stormy session, reiterates the 
National Democratic platform adopted in 
1802. indorses the State administration of 
Gov.

The financial plank is as follows: 


We hold to the use of both gold and silver as 
the standard money of the country and to cain- 
age of both metals without discriminating 
against either metal on charge for mintage; but 
the dollar unit of coinage of both metals must be 
of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, ad- 
justed through international agreement or by 
such safeguards of legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the parity of the two metals and 
the equal power of every dollar at all times in 
the markets and in payments of devts, and we 
demand that all paper currency shall be kept at 
par with and redeemable in such coin. 


EFFORT MADE TO CRIPPLE OWENS. 


Interpretation Put on a Gambling Suit 
Brought at Lexington, Ky. 

Lexiyaton, Ky., Aug. 16.— [Special. — 
Suit has been filed in the Fayette County 
Circuit Court by Mrs. Bettie L. Crawford, 
widow of Col. James W. Crawford, the late 
gambier, who made his home at Augusta, 
Ga., against Col, Jack P. Chinn, the well- 
known starter, to recover $4,250 due her in 
a settlement of the proceeds resulting from a 
gambling house at No. 14 Quincy street, 
Chicago.

On hisdeath bed 
Crawford turned over his interest in the house at 
No.- 14 Quincy street to Chinn. The latter ro- 
turned to Chicago and claimed the Crawford in- 
terest as payment of an old debt for somo horses 
in Kentucky. Later he sold this interest toa 
man named Stewart for 65.000. The widow and 
her friends claim the death-bed transaction was 
merely the transfer from a dying friend to a liv- 
ing friend of interests to be held in trust for the 
widow. Chinn came to us with a dead man’s 
signature, and I don’t believe he ever had any 
right to Crawford's interest.

TO VOTE FOR A FOE. 


WEAVER’S NOMINATION PUTS A 
HARD TASK ON DEMOORATS. 


As They Recall the Fiayings He Gave 


Them as a Radigal Republican They 
Flinch at the Prospect of Having to 
Support Him for Congress in the Ninth 
Iowa DistricteBourbons Follow Papn- 
lists in Naming the Tuarncoat as a Can- 
didate—Jacksonians Rebel. 


Council. Buurrs, Ia., Aug. 16.—[Special.] 
—Gen, James B. Weaver of precious memory 
comes to the front again as a candidate for 
Congress in a district in which he has no res- 
idence. He has been nominated by the Pop- 
ulists of the Ninth Congressional District of 
the State of Iowa, which is composed of the 
Counties of Aduir, Audubén, Cass, Guthrie, 
Harrison, Mills, Montgomery, Pottawattamie, 
and Shelby. He has also been nominated by 
the Democrats of that district ini convention- 
al assemblage. 

The mutations of politics are many, but the 
flipflaps executed by Gen. Weaver make a 
curious history. He was a Republican for a 
good many years and repeatedly honored by 
that party. While a Republican he was 
known the country over as the most bitter 
foe of the Democracy in the length and breadth 
of the land. Boutelle of Maine, Henderson 
and Pete Hepburn of Iowa, and Gen.Grosvenor 
of Ohio were recognized as the most bitter 
speakers concerning Democracy in their time, 
yet not one of them could abuse the Demo- 
crats as Jim Weaver did. O, how the Demo- 
crauts did hate him. In course of time he 
wanted to be the Republican nominee for the 
Governorship of lowa. He didn’t make it 
and he bolted. Then he was a Greenbacker, 
after a while a Granger, and by and by he be- 
came a Populist. 

In 1890 the General, with Jerry Simpson 
and Leonidas Livingston, played one-day 
stands in Georgia addressing Populistic meet- 
ings. They spoke at Atlanta, Rome, 
Athens, and other points. It was a 
case of barbecue, fried chicken and water- 
melon three timesaday. The General was 
received by the Democrats of the South with 
unusual honor, The people who posed as 
Populist candidates for Congress in Georgia 
were, with the single exception of Tom Wat- 
son, Democrats pure and simple, The staff 
correspondent of Tue TR1sune accompanied 
the party through the Sunny Seuth. It trav- 
eled by special car and was the wonderment 
of the natives when theaggregation appeared. 

Second Trip in the “Cracker” Country. 


Two years afterwatd the General revisited 
the South and Tue Tux correspondent 
went with him. He had the prestige of a 
Presidential nomination,from the Omaha 
convention, but he didn’t have any private 
car. Mary Ellen Lease and the General and 
the correspondent for Tue TriBUNE started in 
at Birmingham, Ala., going from thence to 
Atlanta, Waycross, Aibany, Macon, ana other 
points in Georgia. There were no barbecues, 
no watermelons, no fried chicken, no car- 
riages drawn by four prancing horses, no noth- 
ing. The General and Mary Ellen and Tue 
TRIBUNE man rode in an omnibus just the 
same as other common every day folks, and 
they stopped at the measly, mean hotel which 
some of the smaller towns in the South 
afford. The Democrats in great numbers 
reviled James. and Mary Ellen and 
scotfed at them. The meetings were broken 
up, and occasionally well-addied eggs were 
dashed to pieces in the immediate vicinity of 
Jamesand Mary Ellen. The General didn’t 
like this much, and he told the correspond- 
ent for Tue Tripune that if ever he lived to 
get North he would make some asapeeches to 
his old soldier comrades and tell thern of the 
treatment he had received down in the tobac- 
co and cotton country. But he has actually 

ulled the Democrats into nominating him 

or Congress, and that on the rankest, wildest 
Populistic platform ever reduced to writing. 

It came about in this way: The Democrats 
in some of the smaller counties of the Ninth 
District wanted to fuse with the Pop- 
ulists on county tickets in the hope 
of carrying the same. An agreement was 
reached by the terms of which the Populists 
were to help the Democrats in county offices 
and the Democrats were to swallow Jim 
Weaver. The Populists nominated him first, 
and the Sth of this month the Democrats met 
in convention in this city to ratify the bar- 
gain. Some folks say there never was such a 
convention in the State of lowa. The ald, 
rock-rooted Democrets, remembering the bit- 
ter things Jim Weaver had said of them and 
of the antics he had shown in politics, fought 
him to the finish. They lost the fight and 
Gen. Jeemes was duly nominated. He 
was in the Bluffs at the time, but he didn't 
address the convention.

We favor the election of United States Senators 
by a direct vote of the people, and we pledge the 
nominee of this convention to do all in his power 
to bring about such legislation as will carry this 
resolution into effect. 

We commend the Democratic party for the 
effort it has made to carry out the pledges of the 
national platform adopted in 1892 in regard to 
tariff reform, and we denounce as un-Democratie 
and disloyal the efforts of all Senators who stand 
in the way of the will dt the people upon this 
question. 

We heartily commend the attitude of the Presi- 
dent in his letter to Chairman Wilson and trust 
that the fight will becontinued until every Demo- 
cratic promise in the platform of 1892 shall have 

n redeemed, 
Jacksonian Democrats Rebel. 


It was made at his solicitation and request. 
Is it any wonder the Democrats, the old rock- 
rooted Jacksonia® Democrats, are up in open 
rebellion against the action of the convention. 
The opposition to Weaver wus led by one of 
the most prominent Democrats in lowa, 
Judge Willard. This gentleman made a 
speech denunciatory of Weaver and of the 
platform. 

He expressed sentiments of oid line Demo- 
crats in his speech, and his ideas will be fol- 
lowed by 50 per cent of the Democrats in 
this district who won’t vote for Weaver on 
election day. Congressman Hager carried 
this district bya plurality of 2,400 votes. 
The Populists polled 2,610 votes and the Pro. 
hibitionists 407. The Democrats had 17, 
809 and Hager 20,287. The Democrats are 
not in the best condition in the world, any- 
way. Local distress in financial circles, want 
of confidence in the National Administration, 
and other potential factors would under ordi- 
nary circumstances deplete their strength this 
fall. Weaver's nomination rends the party 
in twain and he will be beaten out of exist. 
ence just as sure as election day comes. 

The General lives in Des Moines now, and 
when he comes over to the Bluffs he registers 
from that city.

Once, when he had been 
severely traduced by a newspaper opponent, 
he said tome: ‘Will you not answer that 
fellow? I dislike him so muchI may do him 
an injustice.’ His was ever open to a 
charity, not always, in the exuberance of his 
pity, judicious. Hundreds were writing to 
say, when he was gore, that their sairtly 
’ providence was lost. Mr. Bryant died in his 
84th year, the last words he uttered in 
public were an aspiration for the coming of 
that universal religion and soul liberty, when 
the rights and dislikes of human brotherhood 
shall be acknowledged by all the races of 
mankind,” 


Mr. Brown’s Splendid Oration. 


After Mr. Godwin’s address the main ora- 
tion was given by Edwin R. Brown of Elm- 
wood, III., a native of Cummington and a 
warm friend of John H. Bryant, the only re- 
maining member of the origina! Bryant fam- 
ily. The address of Mr. Brown was in every 
way worthy of the occasion. It was poetry in 
2 and the tribute of one poet to another. 

t began witha series of charming sketches 
of the scenery of Cummington and affecting 
reminiscences of its people, and especially the 
Bryants. It gavea vivid and fascinating por- 
traiture of Dr. Bryant, the poet’s father, anda 
still more extended and delightful account of 
his gifted mother. Then, after this interest- 
ing preparation, he introduced the subject of 
his memorial address and turned him first 
this way and then that until every side of his 
character seemed an illuminated picture. 
First of all he located him in history, as fol- 


ws: 

A fresh impulse from some unrecognized 
source was given to men’s minds in the early 
years of the present century. There was a 


revival of poetry in many lands, a liberation 


from old forms, bringingin a simpler style 
and a closer clinging to the breast of nature. 
In our own country New England gave us six 
iants of poetry at a birth—Bryant, Emerson, 

. Whittier, — Aan og Lowell, and Holmes. 
Across the sea arose a similar group, almost 
simultaneously—Wordsworth, Scott, Byron, 
Coleridge, Keats, and Tennyson. Of the 
American group ali were born in this little 
heaven-favored State of Massachusetts ex- 
cept Longfellow and he made the 
Bay State his home and final resting- 
pla Of the t six not one answered to 
the popular notion that a poet must be an ab- 
normal being, brilliant but improvident. All 
came of sound and well-regulated families, 
and all had. charming households of their 
own. There are said to be languages in which 
thore is no such word as home.

Bryant’s Personality. 

Then coming closer to the object of his ad- 
miration the speaker said: Loet us recall

His bead and 
face, like his first great poem, seemed to be- 
to all ages of the world.

Bryant's deep- 
ly carved countenance was hieroglyphic, and 
belonged to antediluvian, postdiluvian, or 
Kurrent time, according to your imagination.

penetrated to your very marrow. e 
was always neatly dr@%ed, for he had none of 
small pride that apes humility.’

“To a Waterfowl.” 


A similar account of the genesis of the 
lines To a Waterfowl” is the following: 
Late ore afternoon in December, 1816, 
Bryant walked over to yonder hamlet of 
Plainfield, with the design of opening a law 
office there. That was the walk that led to 
the writing of what many hold is his best 
poem, Toa Waterfowl.’ As he climbed the 
hill into the little town he turned around, as 
one so naturally does in climbing a long hill, 
and looked back over the darkening land- 
scape, feeling quite forlorn and desolate over 
his business prospects. Mr. Godwin in his 
magnificent biography of the poet,in de- 
scribing the incident, says: The sun had 
already set, leaving behind it one of those 
brilliant seas of chrysdélite and opal which 
often flood the New England skies; and 
while he was looking upon the rosy splendor 
with rapt admiration a solitary bird made 
wing along the illuminated horizon. He 
watched the lone wanderer until it was lost in 
the distance, asking himself whence it had 
come and to what far home it was flying. 
When he went to the house where he was to 
stop for the night his mind was still full of 
what he had seen and felt, and he wrote those 
lines, as imperishable as our language, To 
a Waterfowl.’ You all know the closing 
stanza: 

He who from zone to zone 

9 1 the boundless sky thy certain 
ight, 

In the — way that I must tread alone 

Will lead my steps aright.” 

Concerning Bryant's editorial career the 
speaker said: Bryant's fame rests mainly 
on his verses, but his chief merit is that he 
was a great and constant moral force. The 
angels of conduct, toil, and thought ever stood 
by his door, ready to accompany him whither- 
soever he went. In the earlier part of his edi- 
torial career the moral apathy of the country 
was profound and almost hopeless. Of the 
great powers of society, state, church, court, 
and commerce it would be hard to say which 
was the most deaf to the voice of conscience 
or had the most willing blindness to. human 
rights as proclaimed in the Declaration of In- 
dependence. Bryant did not go into the news- 
paper business for the express purpose of re- 
viving the paralyzed conscience of the people, 
but, primarily, to get a livelihood; but his 
hand being to the plow his sense of justice and 
love of freedom would not permit him to look 
back. In the midst of the insane scramble 
for wealth and place, and the free and easy 
dickering with conscience in national affairs 
he stood as firm as his native hills for the 
sacredness of man’s duty to man. He made 
the Evening Post not only a literary authority, 
but the high water mark of public and polit- 
ical moraiity.”’ ä 

The Peroration. 


The address closed with the following glow- 
ing eulogy: Beautiful was this life of 84 
years,in the home, in the political forum, 
and in the wide fields of literature. Long, 
strangely long, that harp of a thousand 
strings remained in ,perfect tune. Beautiful 
was the life in these lonely pastures and silent 
woods; more beautiful when, laying his harp 
aside, he went down into the thickest of the 
struggle for conscience and duty and human 
rights. Beautiful upon these mountains was 
the coming of our beloved poet, chanting the 
primal, eldest message of nature and of 
time. Beautiful was his going, at last, with 
the eloquent eulogium of a fellow-worker in 
the cause of human freedom upon his aged 
lips. Ofserene and illustrious spirit! brood for- 
ever over these thy native hills, and over allour 
land, the guardian genius of literature and 
liberty ; of poetry and art, ana all that is no- 
ble and pure and true!“ 

At the close of Mr. Brown’s address the 
venerable John Howard Bryant of Princeton, 
III., now 87 years old, read three poems. 
first was The Rivulet,” written by William 
Cullen Bryant. The second was 4 Mono- 
dy,” written by John Howard Bryant in 
1878, just after his bfother’s death, and the 
third was written for the occasion by the ven- 
erable poet who read it. Mrs. J ulia Ward 
Howe's Battle Hymn of the Republic was 
then sung by the audience and an adjourn- 
ment was taken for luncheon. This was fol- 
lowed by after-dinner addresses by Charies 
Eliot Norton of Harvard University, Charles 
Dudiey Warner, President G. Stanley Hall, 
the Rev. John W. Chadwick, the poet preach-

POPGUN BILLS SHELVED IN THE 
SENATE WITHOUT DEBATE, 


Free Sugar Leads Off and Free Coal, Iron, 
and Harbed Wire Follow in Peaceful 
Succession=They Are Referred to the 
Finance Committee, Where They Will 

Probably Sleep Indefinitely=President 
Cleveland Departs for Gray Gables and 
Leaves the Tariff Bill Behind. 


Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 16.—|Special.]— 
The free sugar popgun bill was referred to 
the Senate Finance committee this afternoon 
without debate. This was the direct result of 
a Republican caucus held during the morning 
at which it was decided to make an effort to 
secure free sugar with a bounty for American 
producers, This could only be done, the Re- 
publican leaders believed, by a formal refer- 
ence to the Finance committee. The Repub- 
licans voted accordingly solid for Senator 
Harris’ motion offered the day before and they 
were joined by Stewart, Peffer, and Kyle, and 
thirteen Democrats, the vote on the motion to 
refer being originally 32 to 18. All of the 
negative votes were given by Democrats. It 
was „ curious combination because the Re- 
publicans, who are honestly in favor of free 
sugar at almost any cost, were joined by such 
Senators as Brice, Camden, Gibson, Gor- 
man, Murphy, and Pugh, who represented 
the so-called conservative element, as well as 
by Blanchard and Caffery, the Louisiana men, 
and enough scattering votes to make up the 
thirteen Democrats. On the other hand the 
seventeen Democrats who are finally recorded 
agninst the motion to refer, Mr. Call having 
withdrawn his vote, are all presumably op- 
posed to the trust. Some of them would vote 
fora flat duty, while others would go to the 
extent of free sugar. Few of them, however, 
are in favor of the bounty which the Repub- 
licans desire to secure as a vindication of the 
sugar policy of the McKinley law. 

The Finance committee was called together 
immediately after the adjournment of the 
Senate, but only a brief session was held, the 
Republicans asking till today to make a de- 
cision as to whether they would insist on the 
vacant Democratic place being filled or not. 
They want to give the people free sugar, but 
do not propose to permit themselves to be 
made use of as tails to Democratic tariff 
kit es. 

Te Keep Free Sugar Bill Buried. 


The sugar trust Senators are doing all in 
their power to keep the free sugar bill in the 
committee. The vote today showed that the 
quorum in the Senate is rapidly melting 
away, and every day the free sugar bill re- 
mains in the committee is so much gained by 
the trust. The Democrats in both House and 
Senate are endeavoring to maintain a quo- 
rum in both bodies for the purpose of pass- 
ing supple.nental bills correcting the errors 
in the general tariff act. The Internal Reve- 
nue Department is much alarmed over the 
prospect of the evasion of the whisky tax 
under the Hoar amendment exemping alco- 
hol used in medicinal! | preparations, while the 
customs branch of the Treasury would like 
much to get rid of an inadvertent subhead. 
the result of which may possibly be to put 
diamonds on the free list. These serious er- 
rors and others of less moment cannot be 
corrected unless the Republicans insist in 
maintaining a quorum, and hence they may 
be able to secure consideration for the free 
sugar bill in return for their assistance on the 
corrective acts. 

President Cleveland’s sudden departure to 
Gray Gables this morning is variously con- 
strued, in view of the tact that while he took 
printed copies of both the tariff bili and the 
river and harbor act he did not carry with 
him the official documents. The river and 
harbor law will go into effect without his sig- 
nature Saturday unless a veto is forthcoming 
in the meanwhile. The President has until 
the following Saturday in which to approve or 
veto the tariff bill. The fact that he did not 
take the official bill with him seems to show 
that he dves not intend to approve it right 
away. There are the strongest rersons why 
his signature should be attached at once, if at 
all. Every day of delay deprives the Treas- 
ury of 20 cents per gallon en the whisky now 
in bond, but which is being withdrawn ata 
rapid rate. On the contrary, if the President 
proposes to veto the bill much the same rea- 
sons exist why he should defer it until the 
latest possible moment. In this way the 
Treasury would gain ail the advantage de- 
rived from an utiusual withdrawal of whisky 
from bond, thus enabling it to secure imme- 
diate advantage to tide it over till customs re- 
ceipts increase, as they would do in case of a 
veto, importations now being held back be- 
cause of uncertainty as to what prices will 
prevail when the tariff bill goes into effect. 

Wants the Senate to Declare Itself. 


Treasury officials acknowledge that customs 
receipts are bound to revive whether the tariff 
bill becomes a law or not. No detinite word 
or intimation has yet been received from the 
President as to his intentions. Theidea of a 
veto, however, does not seem to be generally 
popular. The action of the Senate in refer- 
ring the free sugar and other popgun bills to 
the Finance committee, where they are liable 
to be shelved indefinitely, may influence Mr. 
Cleveland in his action, and it is barely pos- 
sible that his trip to Gray Gables may have 
been intended as a gentle hint to that body 
that it must take action before he comes back 
or suffer the sonsequences. Mr. Cleveland is 
not a friend of free sugar, but he does want 
free coal and iron ore, and naturally would 
like to see the question tested as to whether 
such measures could pass the Senate or not. 


CLEVELAND DEPARTS FOR GRAY GABLES, 


Ordered to Leave Washington Because of 
an Attack of Malarial Fever. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Aug. 16.—President 
Cleveland left Washington via the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad gt 7:20 o’clock this morning 
for Gray Gables. In explanation of his sud- 
den departure the following statement was 
furnished by Private Secretary Thurber: 

The President left this morning for a few days’ 
absence, under the advice of his physicians, in 
the hope of shaking off an attack of malaria 
from which he has been. suffering for severu) 
days, Yesterday the attack culminated in a 
fever, but which was under control} this morn- 
ing. Dr. O'Reilly, his physician, expresses no 
doubt but that a few days of salt air and rest 
will recuperate the President sufliciently to 
renew his official duties, and he will return to 
Washington by the middie of next week. He 
has gone to Gray Gables and is accompanied by 
Dr. O'Reilly. Capt. Robley D. Evans also ac- 
companied the President, but it is probable he 
will stop at New York. where he will take com- 
mand of his ship, the New York, in a day or so. 

The President did not take the enrolled 
copy, which he must sign, of the tariff bili 
with him, but an ordinary printed copy of the 
bill, presumably for purposes of examination. 
The enrolled copy of the bill was taken from 
the White House about noon to the Treasury 
Department in the usual course of official 
routine. It is not probs ble this enrolled copy 
will be sent to Gray Gables later, and the 
probabilities therefore are all in favor of 
Presidential action on the tariff bill bemg de- 
layed until Mr, Cleveland’s return to Wash- 
ington next week. 

Much mystery is made at the White House 
of the location of the river and harbor appro- 
priation bill, and even the Congressmen who 
were deeply interested in the fate of the bill 
could not learn whether the President had 
taken it with him. ‘The location of the biil is 
of importance owing to the fact that the ten 
days allowed for its consideration expires Sat- 
urday night, and if the President did not take 
it with him he could not sign it in that time 
nor is it probable that he would veto it. There 
is good reason to believe, however, that the 
bili is now at the War Department, to which 
it was referred for report, and it will 
become a law without the President's ap- 

roval. In neither of his two terms has 
resident Cleveland approved a river and 
harbor bill, although he has vetoed one.

STATEMENT OF BIMETALLIC LEAGUE. 


President Fisk Urges Its Suggestions on a 
Committee of the Senate. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Aug. 16.—President 
A. C. Fisk of the Pan-American Bimetallic 
League, on behalf of that organization, has 
sent a statement to the special committee of 
the United States Senate investigating the in- 
dustrial depression and the remedy. Among 
other things he urges the foliowing: 

The monetization of silver at 15% tol: all 
money to be issued by the government direct: all 
demonetized money to be called in and full legal 
tender money issued in lieu thereof; one currency 
for the people, bondholder, creditor, debtor, 
officeholder, importer, and banker; the estab- 
lishing of postal savings banks; the power to 
coin money and regulate the value thereof to be 
taken from Congress by a constitutional amend- 
ment; the Nicaraguan Canal to be constructed 
and paid for by government money. not bonds; 
the subsidized railroads to be foreclosed and re- 
stored to the people; the stocking and bonding 
of railroads and other corporations for many 
times their values and realizing par on these wa- 
tered issues by false pretenses, then confiscating 
the property by foreclosure, then restocking and 
bonding at fictitious values ad infinitum, to be 
prohibited by statute. 

The necessity of immediate and thorough 
organization to push bimetallism to the front 
was discussed at a special conference of the 
American Bimetallic League which convened 
here today. Thirty or forty members of the 
league from various States were present. 
Gen. A. J. Warner, President of the league, 
acted as Chairman and among those present 
were Senator Stewart of Nevada, Congress- 
men Pence and Bell of Colorado, Judge 
Shelton of Connecticut, and C. S. Thomas of 
Colorado. The speeches were based on the 
assertion that the repeal of the Sherman act 
does not repeal the clauses in the Bland-Alli- 
son act revising the coinage act of 1837. The 
following committee was appointed to ex- 
amine the coinage laws and report to the 
league: C. S. Thomas, Colorado; Aléx.

Mr. Knight gave some practical illustrations , 
of what his machine can do toa number of 
gentlemen at the Great Northern Hotel yes- 
terday afternoon. They were convinced that 
it can handle multiplication, division, 
and percentage calculations. He says 
his object all along has been to pro- 
duce something that will be of practical use 
to the auditing department of railroad com- 
panies, but in doing this he has also evolved a 
system that may be valuable to large com- 
mercial houses, His product is the result of 
sixteen years’ labor, andthe chief points of 
merit he claims for it are mathematical ac- 
curacy, mechanical celerity, and simplicity of 

The machine is quite similar in appearance 
to the cover of a Remington typewriter. - The 
printed figures are fastened to a slide board 
that fits into a cylinder which turns back and 
forth by means of a knob handle; these slides 
are lapped behind an index board having 
nine divisions or sections, on each of which 
stand the numerals. The range of pos- 
sible results is from zero to in- 
finity. It is operated with the 
thumb and finger of the left hand, thus leay- 
ing the right hand free to write down addi.

vance=Tariff on Butter, Cheese; and Hegg 

The street produce markets presented a good 
activity, with few price changes. An additional! 
advance of 3c was reported in whisky yesterday, 
making a total of 6c during the last two days. 
This branch of trade has been one of the first to 
respond to the new order of things, and dealers 
have anticipated the signing of the tariff bill by 
the President. Whisky. is now quotable on the 
ba sis of $1.28, and those prominent in the trade 
here say that there is likely to be a gradual ad- 
vance till the 20c additional tax over the 90c, 
making $1.10 in all, is made up. However.

The import duty on butter under the existing 
law is 32.88 per cent ad valorem, and is reduced 
to 21.92 percent, or one-third less. The present 
duty on cheese is 42.96 per cent, and the rate has 
been reduced to 28.64 per cent, one-third less. 
The duty on eggs is 41.29 per cent, and bas been 
reduced to 24.78 per cent, or 40 per cent less.

The issuance of this circular is the direct 
result of the granting of an asylum by Com- 
mander Thomas of the Bennington to Ezeta,

The administration has wished all along that 
Commander Thomas had never taken the 
fleeing refugee on board, although such ac- 
tien was dictated by humanity. The refugee 
question has always been an embarrassing one 
to the United States. The ciose proximity of 
this country to Central and South American 
States, where revolutions follow one another in 
rapid succession, makes it a convenient 
refuge for fleeing criminals guilty of both 
political and’ criminal offenses. It is always 
necessary to have a United States warship 
within a short distance of the country in- 
volved in internecine strife, and it has always 
peen found to be ease that the defeated 
party takes the q est route for the United 
States man of war.” This occurred in the case 
of .the Salvadorean ‘revolutionists. The ad- 
ministration has grown tired of this sort of 
„business, and therefore decided tg substitute 
for the naval reguiations already in existence

The Salvadoreans have as a prisoner an 
American named Baxter, whom they are hold- 
ing on charges similar to those preferred 
against Ezeta. Baxter comes from Galves- 
ton, Tex., where he has a wife and family, 
but went to Salvador and assistéd Ezeta in 
the unsuccessful attempt to put down the 
revolution. The United States will see that 
Baxter hasa fair trial and has instructed 
Minister Baker to this effect.

Jaint Resolution Prepared to Be Sent to 
the New Hawaiian Republic. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16.—After a spirited 
session of the House Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs a congratulatory joint resolution from the 
United States to the new Republic of Hawaii 
was adoptea and it will be presented to the 
House for adoption at the earliest opportunity.

PASS AWAY IN QUIET. 


POPGUN BILLS SHELVED IN THE 
SENATE WITHOUT DEBATE. 


Free Sugar Leads Off and Freq Coal, Iron, 
and Barbed Wire Follow in Peaceful 
Succession They Are Keferred to the 
Finance Committee, Where They Will 
Probably Sleep Indefinitely=President 
Cleveland Departs for Gray Gables and 
Leaves the Tariff Bill Behind. 

Wasmxorox, D. C., Aug. 16.—|Special.]— 

The free sugar popgun bill was referred to 

the Senate Finance committee this afternoon 

without debate. This was the direct result of 

a Republican caucus held during the morning 

at which it was decided to make an effort to 

secure free sugar with a@pounty for American 
producers. This could only be done, the Re- 


‘publican leaders believed, by a formal refer- 


ence to the Finance committee. The Repub- 
licans voted accordingly solid for Senator 
Harris’ motion offered the day before and they 
were joined by Stewart, Peffer, and Kyle, and 
thirteen Democrats, the vote on the motion to 
refer being originally 32 to 18. All of the 
negative votes were given by Democrats. It 
was s curious combination because the Re- 
publicans, who are honestly in favor of free 
sugar at almost any cost, were joined by such 
Senators as Brice, Camden, Gibson, Gor- 
man, Murphy, and Pugh, who represented 


the so-called conservative element, as well as | 


by Blanchard and Caffery, the Louisiana men, 
and enough scattering votes to make up the 
thirteen Democrats. On the other hand the 
seventeen Democrats who are finally recorded 
against the motion to refer, Mr. Call having 
withdrawn his vote, are all presumably op- 
posed to the trust. Some of them would vote 
fora flat duty, while others would go to the 
extent of free sugar. 
are in favor of the bounty which the Repub- 
licans desire to secure as a vindication of the 
sugar policy of the McKinley law. 

The Finance committee was called together 
immediately after the adjournment of the 
Senate, but only a brief session was held, the 
Republicans asking till today to make a de- 
cision as to whether they would insist on the 
vacant Democratic place being filled or not. 
They want to give the people free sugar, but 
do not propose to permit themselves to be 
made use,of as tails to Democratic tariff 
kites. 

Te Keep Free Sugar Bill Buried. 


The sugar trust Senatorsare doing all in 
their power to keep the free sugar bill in the 
committee. The vote today showed that the 
quorum in the Senate is rapidly melting 
away, and every day the free sugar bill re- 
mains in the committee is so much gained by 
the trust. The Democrats in both House and 
Senate are endeavoring to maintain a quo- 
rum in both bodies for the purpose of pass- 
ing supple.nental bills correcting the errors 
in the general tariff act. The Internal Reve- 
nue Department is much alarmed over the 
prospect of the evasion of the whisky tax 
under the Hoar amendment exemping alco- 
hol used in medicinal preparations, while the 
customs branch of the Treasury would like 
much to get rid of an inadvertent subhead. 
the result of which may possibly be to put 
diamonds on the free list. These serious er- 
rors and others of less moment cannot be 
corrected unless the Republicans insist in 
maintaining a quorum, and hence they may 
be able to secure consideration for the free 
sugar bill in return for their assistance on the 
corrective acts. | 

President Cieveland’s sudden departure to 
Gray Gables this morning is variously con- 
strued, in view of the tact that while he took 
printed copies of both the tariff bili and the 
river and harbor act he did not carry with 
him the official documents. The river and 
harbor law will go into effect without his sig- 
nature Saturday unless a veto is forthcoming 
in the meanwhile. The President has until 
the following Saturdayin which to approve or 
veto the tariff bill. The fact that he did not 
take the official bill with him seems to show 
that he does not intend to approve it right 
away. There are the strongest rer sons why 
his signature should be attached at once, if at 
all. Every day of delay deprives the Treas- 
ury of 20 cents per gallon en the whisky now 
in bond, but which is being withdrawn ata 
rapid rate. On the contrary, if the President 
proposes to veto the bill much the same rea- 
sons exist why he should defer it until the 
latest possible moment. In this way the 
Treasury would gain all the ddvantage de- 
rived from an unusual withdrawal of whisky 
from bond, thus enabling it to secure imme- 
diate advantage to tide it over till customs re- 
ceipts increase, as they would do in ease of a 
veto, importations now being held 1 
cause of uncertainty as to what prices will 
prevail when the tariff bill goes into effect. 

Wants the Senate to Declare Itself. 


Treasury officials acknowledge that customs 
receipts are bound to revive whether the tariff 
bill becomes a law or not. No detinite word 
or intimation has yet been received from the 
President as to his intentions. The idea of a 
veto, however, does not seém to be generally 
popular. The action of the Senate in refer- 
ring the free sugar and other popgun bills to 
the Finance committee, where they are liable 
to be shelved indefinitely, may influence Mr. 
Cleveland in his action, and it is barely pos- 
sible that his trip to Gray Gables may have 
been intended as a gentle hint-to that body 
that it must take action before he comes back 
or suffer the sonsequences. Mr. Cleveland is 
not a friend of free sugar, but he does want 
free coal and iron ore, and naturally would 
like to see the question tested as to whether 
such measures could pass the Senate or not. 


CLEVELAND DEPARTS FOR GRAY GABLES, 


Ordered to Leave Washington Because of 
an Attack of Malarial Fever. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Aug. 16.—President 
Cleveland left Washington via the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad gt 7:20 o'clock this morning 
for Gray Gables. In explanation of his sud- 
den departure the following statement was 
furnished by Private Secretary Thurber: 

The President left this morning for a few days’ 
absence, under the advice of his physicians, in 
the hope of shaking off an attack of malaria 
from which he has been suffering for several 
days, Yesterday the attack culminated in a 
fever, but which was under control this morn- 
ing. Dr. O'Reilly, his physician, expresses fio 
doubt but that a few days of salt air and rest 
will recuperate the President sufliciently to 
renew his official duties, and he will return to 
Washington by the middle of next week. He 
has gone to Gray Gables and is accompanied by 
Dr. O'Reilly. Capt. Robley D. Evans also ac- 
companied the President, but it is probable he 
will stop at New York, whero he will take com- 
mand of his ship, the New York, in a day or so. 

The President did not take the enrolled 
copy, which he must sign, of the tariff bill 
with him, but an ordinary printed copy of the 
bill, presumably for purposes of examination. 
The enrolled copy of the bill was taken from 
the White House &bout noon to the Treasury 
Department in the usual course of official 
routine. It is not probs ble this enrolled copy 
wilt be sent to Gray Gables later, and the 
probabilities therefore are all in favor of 
Presidential action on the tariff bill being de- 


layed until Mr, Cleveland’s return to Wash- ; 


ington next week. 

Much mystery is made at the White House 
of the location of the river and harbor appro- 
priation bill, and even the Congressmen who 
were deeply interested in the fate of the bill 
could not learn whether the President had 
taken it with him. The location of the bill is 
of importance owing to the fact that the ten 
days ailowed for its consideration expires Sat- 
urday night, and if the President did not take 
it with him he could not sign it in that time 
nor is it probable that he would veto it. There 
lieve, however, that the 
bit is now at the War Department, to which 
it was referred for report, and that it will 
become a law without the President's ap- 
proval., In neither of his two terms has 
President Cleveland approved a river and 
harbor bill, although he has vetoed one. 

New York, Aug. 16.—President Cleveland 
arrived in Jersey City this afternoon at 1:02, 
and a few minutes afterward sailed for Gray 
Gables on the lighthouse tender John Rogers. 
The President journeyed from Washington in 
President Roberts’ private car. When the 
train drew up at the platform there were few 
people outside of the passengers aware that 
the Chief Magistrate was coming. The police 
surrounded the President as he stepped from 
the car, accompanied by Capt. Bob“ Evans 
and Dr. O Reilly. No person was allowed 
near the President except the men named, 
and as the elevator disappeared from sight 

ngers made a rush down-stairs to catch 
another glimpse of him. Escorted by the po- 
licemen, the party hastily walked to the Ad- 
ams Express pier, where the steamer was 
waiting, and as soon as they got on board the 
vessel movel out and, headed for the East 
River, en route to Buzzard’s Bay.

Wasitnaron, D. C., Aug. 16.—At the open- 
ing of the Senate today Mr. Hill received 
unanimous consent for the consideration of 
his bill to provide for the exclusion and de- 
portation of alien Anarchists. It was passed 


without division. 

Mr.. Dolph (Rep., Ore.) gave notice of an 
amendment he should offer to the free sugar 
bill to restore the McKinley duties on wool. 

Mr. Kyie (Pop., N. D.) called up his reso- 
lution to prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in the Senate wing of the Capitol 
during the recess.

Mr. Gorman moved to refer the resolution 
tothe Committee on Rules. He said he had 
never tasted whisky, but could deal with the 
question without prejudice, and proceeded to 
score sham reformers who made a public dis- 
play of their virtues. The resolution went to 
‘he committee. 

At 2:10 the Vice-President laid befoge the 
Senate the unfinished business—the House 
bill to place sugar, raw and refined, on the 
free list, The pending motion was that of 
Mr. Harris to refer to the Committee on Fi- 
nance. Mr. Aldrich gave nctice of an amend- 
ment he would offer to the bill to repeal the 
tariff bill nowin the hands of the President. 

Mr. Manderson gave notice of an amend- 
ment to continue in force until 1905 the 
bounty provision of the McKinley law. 

Then the unexpected happened. Without a 
word of debate the vote was taken or the 
motion to refer the bill to the Committee on 
Finance. The motion was carried—32 to 18. 
In quick successidn the other three bilis were 
Sent to the Committee on Finance. On the 
motion to refer the free coal bill the vote was 
35 to 17, on the free iron ore bill 37 to 17. 
The free barbed wire bill was referred with- 
out division. The negative vote in both cases 
being the same as on the free coal bill, 
Messrs. Dolph, Jones (Nev.), Mitchell (Ore. ), 
and Smith were added to the affirmative, Mr. 
Camden refraining from voting. On the free 
iron ore reference Messrs. Carey, Camden, 
and Walsh were added to the affirmative, Mr, 


Dolph did not vote. 
TO CUT OUT FREE ALCOHOL CLAUSE. 


House Passes the Repealer Before Ad- 
journing Until Next Monday. 

Wasuiwerton, D. C., Aug. 16.—There was a 
mere handful of members present today 
when the Speaker called the House to order. 
The deficiency appropriation bill was taken 
up for further consideration. Mr. Sayers’ 
motion to insist on disagreement on the 
Southern Pacific claim amendment was 


adopted. 

Unanimous consent was asked that the Sen- 
ate substitute bill for the exclusion and de- 
portation of alien Anarchists which had just 
been received from the Senate should be taken 
up for consideration. Objection was tnade by 
Messrs. Tracey and Warner of New York and 
the bill was withdrawn and referred to the 
Committee on the Judiciary. 

The conference reporton the general defi- 
ciency bill was reported to the House by Mr. 
Sayers announcing an agreement on the 
Southern Pacific amendment, the Senate con- 
ferrees having receded. The bill to repeal the 
free alcohol clause in the tariff bill was passed.

STATEMENT OF BIMETALLIC LEAGUE. 


President Fisk Urges Its Suggestions on a 
Committee of the Senate. 

Wasuinctoy, D. C., Aug. 16.—President 
A. C. Fisk of the Pan-American Bimetallic 
League, on behalf of that organization, has 
sent a statement to the special committee of 
the United States Senate investigating the in- 
dustrial depression and the remedy. Among 
other things he urges the foliowing: 

The monetization of silver at 15% tol: all 
money to be issued by the government direct; all 
demonetized money. to be called in and full legal 
tender money issued in lieu thereof; one currency 
for the people, bondholder, creditor, debtor, 
officeholder, importer, and banker; the estab-. 
lishing of postal savings banks; the power to 
coin money and regulate the value thereof to be 
taken from Congress by a constitutional amend- 
ment; the Nicaraguan Canal to be constructed 
and paid for by government money, not bonds; 
the subsidized railroads to be — and re- 
stored to the people; the stocking and bonding 
of railroads and other corporations for many 
times their values and realizing par on these wa- 
tered issues by false pretenses, then confiscating 
the property by foreclosure, then restocking and 
bonding at fictitions values ad infinitum, to be 
prohibited by statute. 

The necessity of immediate and thorough 
organization to push bimetallism to the front 
was discussed ata special conference of the 
American Bimetallie League which convened 
here today. Thirty or forty members of the 
league from various States were present. 
Gen. A. J. Warner, President of the league, 
acted as Chairman and among those present 
were Senator Stewart of Nevada, Congress- 
men Pence and Bell of Colorado, Judge 
Shelton of Connecticut, and C. 8. Thomas of 
Colorado. The speeches were based on the 
assertion that the repeal of the Sherman act 
does not repeal! the clauses in the Bland-Alli- 
son act revising the coinage act of 1837. The 
following committee was appointed to ex- 
amine the coinage laws and report to the 
league: C. S. Thomas, Colorado; Aléx. Ful- 
ton, Delaware; J. A. Gallagher, Ohio; John 


Shelton, Connecticut; and the Hon. Isaac

expert mathematician, Capt. J. Lee Knight of 
Topeka, Kas., is one of the newest labor and 
time saving devices out, and many people will 
be interested to learna machine has been 
produced which entirely eliminates multipli- 
cation from percentage computations. The in- 
vention, or at least a good working model of it, 
is now being exhibited for the first time in 
this city by Capt. Knight, and railroad audi- 
tors, insurance actuaries, custom-house and 
tax office accountants, for whose particular 
benefit it is especially designed, are much in- 
terested. | | 
Mr. Knight gave some 
of what his machine can do toa number of 
gentlemen at the Great Northern Hotel yes- 
terday afternoon. They were convinced that 
it can handle multiplication, division, 
and percentage calculations. He says 
his object all along has been to pro- 
duce something that will be of practical use 


to the auditing department of railroad com- 


panies, but in doing this he has also evolved a 
system that may be valuable to large com- 
mercial houses. His product is the result of 
sixteen years’ labor, andthe chief points of 
merit he claims for it are mathematical ac- 
curacy, mechanical celerity, and simplicity of 
method, 

The machine is quite similar in appearance 
to the cover of a Remington typewriter. The 
printed figures are fastened to a slide board 
that fits into a cylinder which turns back ard 
forth by means of a knob handle; these slides 
are lapped behind an index board having 
nine divisions or sections, on each of which 
stand the numerals. The range of pos- 
sible results is from zero to in⸗ 
finity. It is operated with the 
thumb and finger of the left hand, thus leav- 
ing the right hand free to write down addi. 
tions and answers. The combinations have 
the same position in front of the eyes as the 
keys of a typewriter. 1 

Mr. Knight declared his invention dis- 
pensed with multiplication and that tia true 
percentage could be found at any rate, from 
one-tenth of one per cent to 99 per cent or 
any sum from the thousandth part of a 
cent to any sum capable of being written, 
It substitutes mechanical correcthess for 
mental uncertainty, saves valuable time, and 
prevents physical exhaustion. He styles it the 
„nine by nine calculator. ae 

The calculator has not been brought into 
practical use as yet, but it has the indorse- 
ment of a great.many men who have seen it. 
operate and examined into its mechanical 
construction. Capt. Knight constructed the 
model he has with him durmg his leisure 
hours. Ten and twelve years ago, when em- 
ployed in the Clerk’s office of Shawnee 
County, Kas., at Topeka, he was studying and 
working out the invention. For tweive years 
he has been Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners of that county, and one of the 
most prominent Grand Army veterans in the 
country. He hopes soon to have his calculator 
introduced in some of the ratirvad ‘offices,

Many 
men who had previously been opponents of 
female suffrage said that they had changed 
their views on the subject and it was thought 
possible at one time that the question might 
be submitted.

II is stated ina Washington dispatch in one 
of the city papers that the income ‘tax will 
apply first to the incomes for 1895 and not 
to those of 1894. That is not the opinion of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, who estimates 
that that tax will produce fifteen million dol- 
lars during the present fiscal year. The tax 
is due and payable on or before the first day 
of July,of each year. The first payment will 
be made on or before July 1, 1895, and will 
be 2 per cent on the income of the present 
calendar year, or rather on all over $4,000.

ject toa duty of 45 percent. This duty is 
retained on imports from any country which 
imposes a similar duty on imports of those 
articles from the United States. From all 
other zountties they are to be admitted free. 
Unless Canada changes its poliey in that re- 
spect plows, etc., coming from that country 
will be subject to the 45 per cent duty. The 
reduction in duties on woolen goods is a 
great one, but the effect is partly counteracted 
by abolition of the duty on imports of raw 
wool. 

With some exceptions the amount of reduc- 
tion ranges between one-third and a half. 
For a considerable number of them it much 
exceeds a half, and for a majority of the arti- 
cles the production of which necessitates the 
employment of many workers the cut is not 
far from 50 per cent. On all of these the 
foreign manufacturer, working at an un- 
changed cost of production, will offer his 
goods here at prices corresponding to the cut 
in the duties, which must mean that the 
American toiler, hitherto working for wages 
far higher than those paid in any of the 


countries of Europe, will lose half the 
protection which hitherto has guaran- 
teed to him the difference, and his 
wages will sink through half the dis- 


tance towards those paid by the Old World 
employers who manufacture most cheaply 
the goods that are most suitable to be sent 
here to sell in competition with our own pro- 
ductions. With nearly all the cut will be 
sharp and severe. It will extend to wages, 
salaries, expenses, and raw materials (them- 
selves the products of labor’). All these must 
be pared down to meet the Democratic razes 
of protection, and if in any one department 
the full cut does not take effect the reduction 
will be correspondingly more severe on the 
rest; for the total cost of articles produced 
here must be cut down to meet the full extent 
of the increase in foreign competition or the 
factories must be closed and the workers go 
idle, soon having no money with which to 
buy even the foreign articles at the reduced 
‘prices asked for them. 

Nearly two years ago the wage-earners of 
the United States voted for the Democratic 
platform and candidates. But for their votes 
in November, 1892, there would have been 
no entering of Democrats into power in the 
early part of last year, no panic immediately 
thereafter, and no passage of a Senate bill 
reduemg by nearly one-half the protection 
previously accorded to American industry. 
The wage-workers voted almost unanimously 
for the change. They listened with light 
hearts to Democratic promises, grabbed at 
the Democratic bait, and fell into the trap. 
How do they like the result, so far as it has been 
experienced? Are they pleased with it? And 
do they see reason for felicitation over the 


| prospect of the further reductions in their 


wages which must come because of their 
folly? If not, they ought now to ask them- 
selves what better reason they have to expect 
prosperity as a result of voting for cheap 
money, which still further would reduce the 
buying power of the weekly wage, and be- 
sides that greatly diminish the abitity of the 
average employer to hire them, because of the 
consequent shrinkage in the purchasing power 


produced by Tun Turnuxn- a schedule under 
which the trust would have imported duty 
free this fall's sugar crop. He has shown his 
affection again by insisting that sugar must 
not be put on the free list because to put it 
there would deprive Mr. Havemeyer of his 
anticipated profit of 40 per cent on the value 
of all the sugar he has managed to import 
during the last four or five months, and also 
because it would take from him two-thirds of 
the protection given by the new law. It isa 
blessing for a trust to have a Secretary of the 
Treasury on its side to make arguments to 
the Senate in its behalf. 

Mr. Carlisle claims that if he does not get 
from sugar the forty-three millionsof revenue 
he estimates will be collected prior to July 1 
there will be a deficit of over $20,000,000, 
This is an appeal to the Senate not to bank- 
rupt the government. There was one Demo- 
cratic Senator whom he could not deceive. 
That was Mills of Texas. He said: 

My purpose is to challenge the assertion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury that the removal of 
the sugar duty would cause a deficit. If the duty 
is taken off sugar the Treasury will still have 
more money under this bill than could be eco- 
nomically spent by the government. The esti- 
mates upon which the Secretary's statement was 
made were based on the imports of 1893 under 
the McKinley law. The whole history of tariff 
legislation demonstrates that reductions of duties 
result in increased importations and in increased 
revenue. There is no necessity to secure one dol- 
lar of revenue from sugar. The only thing that 
reconciles me to the duty on sugar is that if there 
isa surplus our interest-beuring bonds could be 
purchased, but I prefer to put sugar on the free 
list. 

While the imports of dutiable goods have 
been very small during the last month and a 
half of the present fiscal year that shortage 
will be more than made good during the re- 
mainder of the year. The moment the bill is 
signed the collection of duties on the goods 
now in the warehouses will begin and im- 
mense quantities will be shipped from the 
other side of the ocean. This will be a bad 
thing for the industries of the country, but it 
will help the revenues of the government, As 
Senator Mills says, the reductions in duties 
will stimulate increased importations, and if 
this competition is not met promptly by wage 
cuts, which will enable the American manu- 
facturer to keep his head above water, then 
the imports will be increased still more to 
supply the place of goods which used to be 
made formerly by American workmen, 

The Secretary of the Treasury will find at 
the close of the fiscal year that the duties on 
manufactured goods will produce far more 
than his estimate,while the duties on raw sugar 
will produce much less. In making his esti- 
mate of forty-three millions he disregards 
deliberately the fact that the trust has im- 
ported about halfa year’s supply. The duty 
will bring in very little during the rest of the 
fiscal year, and the Secretary will be fortu- 
nate if he gets from sugar half as much as he 
reckons on. Thetrust will make moré than 
the government does. 

Sugar could be made free without causing 
a deficit. If it is not put back on the 
free list the consumers will have to pay near- 
ly 2 cents a pound more for this necessary 
article than they have been paying since the 
McKinley law passed, and for about six 
months that 2 cents additional will go to the 
trust, and not the least fraction of it te the 
government. That is what Congress voted, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury pleads with 
it not to reconsider its action. The Repub- 
lican Senators should pay no attention to Mr. 
Carlisle’s pleas, but stand together for the 
free-listing of sugar. There may be a few 
Democrats who will unite with them in this 
attack on the trust,

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THE DEMOCRATS AND THEIR TARIFF 
MEASURE. 

Before the tariff bill was passed Mr. Cleve- 

land said of it that if put through in the form 


in which it went tothe conference commit- 


tee it meant party perfidy and party dishon- 
or.“ He said further that no tariff meas- 
ure can accord with Democratic principles or 
promises or bear a genuine Democratic 
badge that does not provide for free raw ma- 
terials. As coal and iron ore have not been 
put on the free list the new law does not ac- 
cord with genuine Democratic principles ac- 
cording to the President’s idea of them. 

But the Democrats outside of the White 
House, even those who but a few days ago 
were commending Mr. Cleveland for his 
heroic stand in support of the sound doc 
trine, are of the opinion now that the new law 
is not so undemocratic after all. Even Larry 
Neal, the author of the radical plank in the 
national platform which calls for the de- 
struction of all protection as unconstitutional 
and a robbery, says: 

Jam well satisfied with the termination of the 
contest. The bill just passed is a wonderful im- 
provement on the McKinley law and makes a 
long step in the right direction. The reductions 


are substantial and will prove very beneficial to 
the country. 

The Indiana Democrats in their platform 
adopted day before yesterday say: 

We approve the efforts of President Cleveland 
and his administration, and of the Democratic- 
House of Representatives, and of a large ma- 
jority of the Democratic Senators, and particu- 
larly our distinguished Senators {rom Indiana, 
D. W. Voorhees and David Turpie, and our en- 
tire Democratic delegation in Congress to re- 
deem the pledges made to the country by the last 
Democratic convention and to execute the will 
of the American people as expressed at the 
ballot-box in 1892. 

Owing to the exertions of Senator Gorman 
and a few others those efforts were a fail- 
ure and the Democratic Congress was far 
from carrying out the pledges made in the 
platform of 1892.

Matthews 
in his speech to the convention talk of the 
new tariff measure in the language used by 
Mr. Cleveland. Said he: 

Wemay not in the present measure and the 
present Congress secure all that may be desired, 
but it is just as sure as night will follow the day 
that all legislation that may give relief in the di- 
rection of true tariff reform is to remain upon 
the statutes fixed and secure. It may be added 
to and advanced, but it will nevermore be taken 
from or moved backward. 

Not one of these Democrats has a word to 
say about the sugar trust provisions of their 
new law. Not one of them condemns the 
few concessions made to special industries to 
win the votes of one or two Democratic Sena- 
tors. They are all going to accept the meas- 
ure as a step in the right direction.” and 
promise more steps in the same direction 
when they get a chance. f a 

Mr. Cleveland said in his letter to Chair- 
man Wilson, * you know how much I depre- 
cated the introduction in the bill of the 
income tax feature.” The Indiana Demo- 
erats say that is a wise and equitable 
measure.” By the terms of the law that tax 
will run for only five years. If the Demo- 
cratic party is in power fur years. hence the 
Indiana members of that organization will 
insist on a continuance of the income tax on 
a larger scale.

It provides that where bonds or other evi- 
dences of indebtedness stipulate that payment 
of interest or principal shall be made in

„ lawful money be depreciated silver or 
legal tender Populist flat. 

Mr. Lane’s pretended reason for introduc- 
ing and pressing this bill is that no person 
should have the right to repudiate the money 
or the flag of the republic.“ Hig real reason 
is his desire to placate the Populists of his 
district. They know already that he is in 
favor of the free coinage of silver and a fall 
to the monometallic silver basis, but he wants 
to show them tliat he is opposed to gold in 
every manner, shape, and form. He thinks 
the Populists will hold him in even higher 
esteem when they see him ready to give to 
every municipality ‘and every corporation 
which has issued gold bonds or to every in- 
dividual who has borrowed gold and promised 
to repay gold, a chance to swindle creditors 
out of half their dues or even more. 

For some unexplained reason this bill was 
reported on favorably by the Committee on 
the Judiciary, but the House did not look on 
it with favor. Mr. Lane was asked, even by 
some of the advocates of free silver coinage, 
whether the effect of his bill would not be to 
discredit American securities and drive them 
out of Europe. That would be the result as a 
matter of course. If it were to be known that 
contracts to pay gold were not binding in 
the United States and that the creditor must 
take fiat scrip or anything the government 
had called a legal tender Europe would lend 
no more money here, nor would American 
capitalists do so. 

Mr. Lane did not answer this question. He 
fell back on what he called the power of Con- 
gress to issue legal tender paper or any cheap 
substitute for money and force the people to 
take it in discharge of ali debts, and claimed 
that contracts outside legal tender laws were 
in violation of public policy. He was of the 
opinion that the people of the United States 
ought to regard as money anything whicha 
majority in Congress may call money, wheth- 
er itis so or not, and to attempt to conduct 
business among themselves and with the rest 
of the world on the assumption that Congress 
knew everything and they knew nothing. 

This reasoning satisfied nobody except the 
Populists anda few free silver Democrats. 
So the bill went over and will not be heard of 
again. But it will answer its main purpose. 
While Lane is stumping his. district this fall 
he will read his bill to the Populists. He will 
tell them how he tried to “ loosen the yoke 
which the gold plutocrats had placed on the 
neck of the people, and ask them to send 
him back to Congress so he can continue his 
warfare against gold contracts and creditors 
who are grasping enough to demand repay- 
ment in money as good as that they loaned.

BLACK’S MISCHIEVOUS PROPOSITION.

Pri- 
utnphantly he points to the facts that during 
the month of July not a dollar in gold was 
added to the Treasury’s stock from the port 
of New York, the largest customs port in the 
United States; that gold coin and gold cer- 
tificates virtually have ceased to be used in 
discharging obligations to the government, 
those obligations being discharged in silver 
certificates, United States notes, and Treas- 
ury notes, which are so used as to deplete 
the Treasury of gold faster than it accum- 
ulates from all sources, including customs, 


nternal revenue, and the sale of bonds“; also. 


that the income of the United States does not 
now equal its expenditure. 0 

This political charlatan is not content with 
telling a series of sad truths, but adds what he 
must know is a monstrous falsehood. He 
says there is now in the Treasury“ unused and 
available’’ an amount of silver equal to nearly 
514 million dollars of American standard 
coin value, though he must know that a total 
of 478 millions in silver certificates and 
Sherman Treasury notes have been issued 
against that stock of silver. For what would 
he have that silver made available“? Is he 
not content that there is little more than 50 
cents’ worth of silver on deposit to redeem 
each $1 in paper that has been issued against 
it? Does he wish that paper to be treated as 
„fiat“ and nothing more? Surely so, since 
he wants to have the silver made available 
for other uses, and rolls under his tongue as 
sweet morsel statements to the effect that 
there is not in hand or coming in gold for the 
redemption of that paper. 

Black asks that a bill be reported “ provid- 
ing for the proper use and avail of the said 
silver.“ If he were an honest man he would 
know that the only proper use and avail would 
be to make the silver responsible for the re- 
demption of as much paper as on its face calls 
for the number of dollars which equal the 
bullion value of that silver, the paper over and 
above this amount to be redeemed in gold 
when demanded by the holder. If he werea 
sensible man, apart from all consideration of 
honesty, he would know that the financial 
condition of the people or the country is not 
to be improved by any such tomfool measures 
as are proposed by him or the Populists for 
adding yet more water toa quantity of milk 
that.already hasin it too much water. He 
would be aware that the money panic of last 
year was started by fears that the parity could 
not be maintained and that it is not safe to 
agitate for an increase of the load which has 
to be held up to par, while the gold reserve 
now is little more than half as large as when 
the panic of last year occurred and is not be- 
ing added to by customs duties paid at New 
York. Gen. Black ought to remain quiet if 
he can propose for the relief of existing de- 
pression no better remedy than to use 
silver which already is mortgaged for more 
than its entire value.

Ir is reported that a silver mine in Queens- 
land, Australia, has shut down after expend- 
ing half a million dollars on plant and work- 
ings. The reason assigned for the closing is 
that the company could not afford to sell 
its silver in London at less than 39 pence 
per ounce of the British standard of fine- 
ness. The limit named is equal to about 66 
cents for the value of the pure silver in the 
United States dollar. This means that a suf- 
ficiency of silver to supply the current wants 
of the world is being produced more cheaply 
elsewhere. The mine can be reopened if the 
cost of production there can be reduzed to 
meet the market, or if the cost of production 
rises at the mines which now supply the great 
bulk of the silver placed on the market. There 
is no good reason why silver should be sought 
to be exempted from the operation of . the 
same natural law that governs the prices of 
wheat, cotton, corn, and meats. One ef the

The Unwisdom of Steamer Subsidies.

Sunday's issue contained an article on the Bal- 
ance of Foreign Trade that supplies figures 
seeming to upset-the common notion that exports 
and imports. balanced by gold, show the state 
of trade abroad. For fifteen years past our ex- 

orts have exceeded imports by #1,358,153,650. 
Inese tigures represent gold that the world owes 
us, according to the common notion. That is a 
great mistake and one there is no excuse for but 
ignorance, There is a balance of transportation 
as well as a balance of trade. The one is the 
complement of the other. Both must be reck- 
oned with in balancing our foreign commerce.” 
The figures above simply represent /freightage 
paid to foreign shipping as adverse balance of 
transportation. a period of thirty-two years 
past this adverse balance has n nearly double 
the sum shuwn. 

Foreign shipping has been receiving from our 
trade not less than 200 million dollars annually. 
The British share of this is over two-thirds, In- 
cluding insurance it may be taken at 70 percent. 
The restoration of our shipping interest is an 
absolute necessity, though it should be neces- 
sary to subsidize, as Great Britain has done. It 
is no wonder gold goes abroad. Having no 
shipping in the foreign trade, especially with 
Europe, it is to be expected that gold must sup- 
ply transportation. If we will not have the 
shipping we must not expect to keep our gold. 
This would be like eating our cake and having it 
too. When we had shipping, in palmy days, our 
imports could and did exceed our exports of 
goods. Specie came in. Later, in the 50's, 
when the balance of transportation was favor- 
able, the low tariff and exportation of gold 
(fifty millions yearly).were endured for years be- 
fore a panic came. Nowa panic may be precip- 
itated in a few months’ time. Had we ships we 
could keep out of debt millions weekly.

The flgures given by the correspondent may be 
accepted as approximately correct. But the idea 
in regard to the omission of cost of freightage is 
not new. Some eighteen months ago THe TrRIB- 
UNE stated and fully explained the deceptive 
character of our Treasury reports in regard to 
the balance of trade with foreign countries. It 
estimated that at least 10 per cent should be 
charged to the adverse balance of trade for the 
cost of fetching our imports and carrying away 
our exports, and that due allowance also must be 
made for the large expense of foreign travel in 
order to have a correct balance-sheet for our 
trade with foreign nations. 

But THE TRIBUNE cannot indorse the proposal 
to change the transportation part of the account 
by the granting of subsidies, believing the remedy 
would be worse than the disease. The difference 
in cost of building steel steamers at high Ameri- 
can wages, and paying 33 to 40 per cent more 
for navigating them than our British competitors 
do, would weigh heavily in the balance against 
us. And this perpetual handicap would be even 
greater in the case of competition with German, 
Belgian, Scandinavian, French; and Italian sea- 
men. To cause a great fleet of American mail 
steamers to be built. equipped, and navigated in 
competition with the cheaper labor and cheaper 
capital of Europe, and especially against the 
enormous start which Europe has gained since 
1861, would require the payment of enormous 
annual bounties. It would take 50 to 75, or 
perhaps as much as 100 million dollars per year 
till the wages of the steamship builders, repair- 
ers, seamen, and officers were forced down to 
something like equality with those paid by our 
competitors. 

The scheme is wildly impraaticable under ex- 
isting circumstances and conditions. The Demo- 
crats and Populists are solidly against it, un- 
less as some of the latter might foolishly fancy 
they could pay for all with issues of fiat money, 
never to be redeemed. And not a half ora third 
of the Republicans would advocate the taxing of 
the public to raise the subsidies needed to offset 
the cheap labor of European competitors. 


The price of American labor has about doubled 


since 1860, as reckoned on the gold basis. Previ- 
ous to that time we had cheap sailor wages. Our 
vessels were sailing ships only, built of cheap 
wood, cut from the forests of our Atlantic coasts. 
We then enjoyed the natural advantages of cheap 
material and the artificial advantages of cheaply 
navigating those sailing clippers, which no 
longer exist, in competition with the vessels 
built on the Clyde and manned at European 
wages. If the Democratic policy of free trade be 
fully carried out, thus sscuring to this country 
labor as cheap as it can be obtained in Europe, 
in spite of the free trade Debs, Sovereign, and the 
trades unions, we then may be able to transact

full protection.

FIGHT FIRE WITHGAS 


OLAIM THAT OHEMISTRY WILL SOON 
SUPPLANT THE FIRE ENGINE. 


Discovery of T. H. Norton of Cincinnati 
Detailed at the Meeting of Scientists in 
Brooklyn<—Preparation of Carbon Di- 
oxide That Will Do the Work—Man 
Finds Deeds to St. Louis Property That 
May Make Him a Millionaire=—Straight- 
ening Out Tariff Tangles. 

New York, Aug, 16.—[Special.|—This was 
the opening day of the forty-third meeting of 
the American Association for the Advance- 

ment of Science, in Brooklyn. About 800 

delegates are in town. About the Polytechnic 

Institute thére were crowds of entomologists, 

geologists, mathematicians, and chemists 

during the morning. At night there was a re- 
ception given in the art galleries adjoining the 

Academy of Music. The chemists were much 

excited about the paper read by T. H. Norton 

of the University of Cincinnati. He has dis- 
covered the secret of the way to put out fires 

‘and holds that chemistry will soon supplant 

the fire engine and the hook and ladder. 

which cost the people of the United States 
many millions per year. 

Throwing streams of water upon burning 
buildings when scientific construction and 
proper chemical apparatus would render such 
fires impossible was ridiculous. he said. Car- 
bon dioxide was an agent for putting out 

- fires to which he desired to direct attention. 

It is not difficult to conceive of a system 

of piping,”’ said he, opening naturally at 
the level of the floor, through which, either 
automatically or under the control of a 
watchman, a powerful current of gas could 
de directed into any apartment where 
flame was apparent. In the many cases where 
the losses by water do and would naturally 
tar exceed the losses by direct combustion 
there is little doubt that the use of the invis- 
ible, inert, harmless gas would enormously 
limit the destruction of valuable property.“ 
He recommended greater attention to fire- 
proof substances in the construction of houses 
and the treatment of textiles and papers and 
theater scenery. 
The geologists who attract a good deal of 
attention by reason of the scope of their ideas 
and the placid manner in which they say con- 
tinents are sinking and mountains about to 
fall, listened to Prof. Samuel Calvin of Iowa

DEEDS MAY MAKE HIM A MILLIONAIRE. 


Charles Georgat of Hoboken Finds He Owns 
Valuable St. Louis Property. 

New York, Aug. 16.— [Special. —Counsel- 
or Henry A. Galde of Hoboken left home for 
St. Louis, Mo., today, in the interest of a cli- 
ent, who, if his expectations are fulfilled, wili 
probably bea millionaire before long. The 
man is Charles Georgat, an engineer in the 
Hoboken City Hall. A few days ago he dis- 
covered among old papers left him by his 
father the title deeds to a tract of land in the 
suburbs of St. Louis, the present value of 
which has not been computed. The land is 
in a fashionable residence section and 
is covered with handsome houses. 
Georgat’s claim is backed by a 
lawyer accustomed to property searches, who 
has carefully investigated the matter and who 
gives it as his opiuion that Georgat’s title will 
be recogniized and that many occupants of the 
property involved will compromise to avoid 
litigation. Overtures, it is said, have already 
been made by some of those interested. 

Georgat is a son of August Georgat,a 
French farmer, who came to this country in 
the ‘early twenties. He accumulated consid- 
erable property in old Hudson City, N. J. 
While Charles wos a boy his father sold a 
portion of his Hudson County property and 
purchased land in the West. He frequently 
spoke of his investment as a most fortunate 
one, but the bay was too young to pay any 
heed to the matter. About thirty years ago 
the elder Georgat died, and his papers were 
taken in charge by his wife. The family was 
in comfortable circumstances and the West- 


ern property was not inquired into. 
Nearly a quarter of a cent- 
ury ago Mrs. Georgat died and the 


old papers, kept in atin box, were given to 
the son, then a young man. They were not 
overhauled until about a fortnight ago, when 
Mrs. Georgat came across them while getting 
ready to move to West Hoboken, where the 
family lived up to a year or so ago. 

In the box were found the title deed referred 
to and other important papers bearing upon 
the right of the elder Georgat to the property. 
Correspondence was “at once opened with 
lawyers in St. Louis, and; Georgat was in- 
formed today that tne news of the finding of 
the old deed has aroused the occupants of the 
property. A score of St. Louis lawyers have 
been set to work to trace back titles that are 
now to be disputed.

Distillers 
who were seen this evening contirmed the re- 
port, but did not care to enter into a dis- 
cussion of the situation. An effort was made 
to interview Vice-President Beggs, who is in 
charge of affairs, but he was not to be seen. 

Something of an important character is 
about to happen in trust circles, but just what 
it is it is impossible to ascertain, There were 
a number of conferences today, and this even- 
ing a number of distillers were seated around 
the National Hotel, all of them waiting for 
Mr. Beggs. Among the number was Bernard 
Cremer, President of the German-American 
Natioral Bank. He said he knew nothing 
concerning the loan further than it was ex- 
pected. The trust does all its business through 
the German-American National Bank. the 
officials of which have been expecting to re- 
ceive official notification of the negotiation of 
the loan. The money will not be sent to this 
city but will be deposited in New York banks 
to the credit of the whisky trust, and drafts 
will be drawn from the office here. 

The regauging of the spirits in the North- 
ern distillery, the smallest of the trust bouses 
in Peoria, was completed this afternoon, and 
if the money arrives in time it will be with- 
drawn tomorrow. The exact amount neces- 
sary to pay the tax has not yet been figured 
up, but it will be about $250,000. The work 
of reguuging is progressing rapidly in.all the 
other distilleries, but will not be sompleted 
for a few days. The goods which have been 
withdrawn from trust houses during the last 
few days have been on payment of tne tax by 
purchasers who secured their goods some 
weeks ago, or before the bill became a cer- 
tuinty. 

There was considerable of an increase in 
the reveuue collections here today. They 
amounted to $197,000, or nearly $15,000 
mare than yesterday.

Yesterday the Shufeldt, Calumet, and 
Riverdale distilleries, where the bulk of 
the trust whisky in Chicago is stored, 
applied for all the gaugers who could be 
furnished by the Collector of Internal Revenue 
to regauge the stock upon which the tax was to 
be paid.

LOAN DISCUSSED IN NEW YORK. 


Impression That Trouble Was 
Experienced in Securing It. 
New York, Aug. 16.— [Special. — The 
$5,000,000 loan to the whisky trust was the 
most interesting subject Wall street had to 
discuss today, And, as on the previous day, 
there were many conflicting rumors regarding 
the success of the trust in getting the 
money. Late in the day the general opinion 
was that the loan had been successfully nego- 
tiated, although official confirmation was 
lacking. Several of the large banks down- 
town were approached by the representatives 
of. the trust and asked to coutribute 
part of the amount needed, but in four cases 
at least the offer was refused by the banks on 
the ground that the collateral was out of the 
line they handled. Some of the trust cffi-

cials stated to certain bankers during 
the day that the trust had secured 
the needed $5,000,000, and from all 


that could be learned the greater part of this 
sum was obtained abroad. A large sterling 
loan was made during the day, and the report 
was current that several of the large foreign 
banking houses had negotiated a loan abroad 
for the whisky trust. Another report, 
which was not denied, was that Russell Sage 
had loaned the trust $500,000, taking as se- 
curity a note indorsed by President Green- 
hutand Messrs. Woolner and Nelson. An- 
other story was that the distillers’ loan is for 
$6,000,000, $1,000,000 down and 55.000. 
000 on one day’s call. The terms are 6 per 
cent for two, three, and four months and 1 
per cent commission. ' 
Isidor Wormser and James R. Keene, both 

known as the New York representatives of the 
trust, refused to discuss the matter 
of the loan. Theodore Romeister, agent of 
the Hannis Distilling company, one of the 
largest firms of whisky manufacturers in the 
country. was asked today from what sources 
the loan had been procured: He said: In 
the first place, I am sure that sterling was not 
taken, as there were sufficient people in Ken- 
tucky and the South who would put up the 
necessary cash.”’ 

Whisky owners were much relieved today 
when they learned the President had left 
Washington, as they felt certain of several 
days more of grace to get their goods out of 
bond. The receipts of Wednesday from, this 
source were 834.502 and it was estimated 
that today would net about the same amount.

BURTON 0. OOOK IS DYING. 


Famous Ex-Congressman on His Deathbed 
at Evanston. 

Burton C. Cook, an old friend of President 
Lincoln, an ex-Congressman and statesman, 
lies at his home in Evanston in a dying 
condition. He was affected with brain 
trouble aboat three weeks ago and slowly be- 
came worse, until now his death is a question 
of only a few hours. Hehas been in an un- 
conscious condition since Monday, and his 
family is at his bedside awaiting the end. 

In 1835 Mr. Cook came to Iliinois and set- 
tled at Hennepin, where he began the study 
of law. He had been graduated a year pre- 
vious from the Rochester (N. Y.) Collegiate 
Institute, now the Rochester University. From 
Hennepin he went to Ottawa, entered the

to the bar therein 1840. In 1846 he was 
elected State’s-Attorney for the Ninth Judicial 
District and held the office six years, 
when he was in 1852 elected State Sena- 
tor. In 1859 Mr. Cook was appointed 
attorney for the Rack Island road and re- 
mained as such until 1864, when he was 
elected to Congress from the Tenth District. 
He was reélected three times, and in 
1870 resigned his seat to become general 
solicitor of the Chicago and Northwestern 
road. Whilein the State Senate in 1855 
Mr. Cook, John M. Palmer, and Norman B. 
Judd broke away from the Democratic party 
on the question of the repeal of the Missouri 
compromise and effected a strong 
organization hostile to the measure, 
In 1864 Mr. Cook was Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Central committee, a delegate 
to tne National convention at Baltimore, and 
he placed President Lincoln in nomination 
for his second term. He also represented 
2 in the Peace Congress at Washington 
in 1861. . 


WELLMAN WILL TRY IT ONOE MORE. 


Chicago Man Has Faith in Spitzbergen 
Route to the North Pole. 

[ Copyright, 1994, by the Associated Press. | 
Tnousok, Norway, Aug. 16.—Walter Well- 
man, with the crew of the crushed steamer 
Ragnvald Jarl, arrived here yesterday by the 
fishing yacht Berntine, Capt. Johnson, from 
North Spitzbergen. All the members of the 
party are well. Mr. Wellman said: After 
the loss of the Ragnvald Jarl and consequent 
breaking up of my line of retreat, I was com- 
pelled to modify my plans for the summer’s 
work and make sure of being able to return 
to the coast of Spitzbergen earlier than in- 
tended, though the expedition reached within 
a few miles of the eight-first parallel May 12. 
July 1, with the seven men and an aluminum 
boat, I started to force my way over 
the pack ice, but was compelled, after 
several days of frightful struggle with 
the ice, to give up the attempt. July 41 
started to return to Walden Island, crossing 
Dove Bay. We waited a fortnight in vain for 
open water, and . 4 decided to push 
through the ice. The attempt, though danger- 
ous, was successful, and our four boats 
reached Low Island Aug. 6, where we sighted 
the Berntine. At Danas’ Island, Aug. 8, 
we took off Prof. Oyen, the geologist, and 
Hyerdahl, the ski-runner and sportsman, 
from the University of Christiania, and the 
stores which they were guarding for us. 
Though we were unable to get as far north 
as we hoped in 1894 on account of the loss of 
our steamer, etc., and the bad nature of the 
season. I am determined to try the Spitzber- 
gen route again in 1895.”

WILL NOT PAY FoRIT 


STREET OLEANING DISOUSSED BE- 
FORE OIVIO FEDERATION. 


Mrs. Paul Tells of Her Work and the Im- 
possibility of Having Clean Street» and 
Alleys Without Spending Any Money= 
Compares Expenditures of Leading 
Cities=Eugene Hector Says the Inspec- 
tion Is Not Well Dorie—Co!l. Cooper's 
Pian for the Bettering of Conditions. 

The Civic Federation last night, at the 
monthly meeting of that organization dis- 
cussed the question of street and alley clean- 
ing. Mrs. Paul, the woman iuspector of the 


Municipal Order League, related her 
experience with the dirty streets and 
alleys of Chicago. Eugene Hector, ~ y 
‘a reporter for Tun Taru, “told a 


how he found them, and John S. Cooper, who 
has the contract for cleaning those of the 
First Ward, explained why Chicago could not 
have clean streets with a small appropriation. 
‘President Lyman J. Gage introduced the 
subject and presented Mrs. Paul, who drew a 
comparison of the cost of street-cleaning 
with Chicago, Boston, and New York, 
Boston paid $2,000,000 a year; 
New York, $1,500,000; - Chicago, 
$175,000, Chicago appropriated last 
year, $1,074,000 for the cleaning of streets. 
alleys, and garbage removal. For the pur- 
pose of street cleaning the city was divided 
into districts, some of which had their streets 
cleaned three times a week, others less until 
the lowest grade, in the outlying sections, had a 
a cleaning but once iu two months. A 9 
similar classification exists with respect to * 


garbage removal. Contracts were let for 
the cleaning of the streets between 
April 1 and Jan. 1. The balance 


of the year the city did what cleaning was 
needed by day labor. For street cleaning 
$175,000 was spent. The balance’ of the 
fund went to the removal of garbage and the 
cleaning-of alleys and macudamized and un- 
improved streets, the latter work being ex- 
clusively. by day labor. 


Do Not Understand the Conditions. 


Mrs. Paul said garbage contructors, as a 
rule did fairly well. The great trouble was 
that the people did not understand the work 
of the garbage contractors, They engage 
only to remove house garbage, not 
to carry away paper and general 
refuse throwu into the alleys. They were not 
expected to clean out the garbage in blind 
alleys or to remove the stuff from boarding- 
houses and hotels and restaurants. She 
thought an efficient inspection would stop ail 
remission of duty on the part of contractors. 
The city inspectors as a rule did not inspect. 
She advocated the letting of contracts fora 
period of five years, as an inducement to 
secure contractors who would properly equip 
themselves with good carts. 

Mr. Hector reviewed his three weeks’ wor 
in examining the meth ntractors. He 
maintained that the Superintendent of the 
Street and Alley Bureau was absolute master 
of the situation and was competent to correct 
all abuses if the Mayor would hold him di- 
rectly responsible. Inu his three-weeks’ tour 
of the alleys he had never met an inspector, 
and believed that one or two men sent out 
from the department could furnish all the in- 
spection needed if the department wished to 
enforce the contracts. 


Not Money Enough I« Spent. 


John S. Cooper said he had an experience 
of fourteen years as a city contractor, Chi- 
cago did not have clean streets because it did 
not cleah them often enough. He received 
$14 a lineal mile for sweeping. In Buffalo 
he received $9 a mile and made more money 
than in Chicago, because he cleaned the 
street every night and had less refuse to re- 
move. Buffalo spent more money each 
month in cleaning its streets than did Chica- 
go. This year nee had but $750,000 for 
cleaning purposes. The appropriation would 
be exhausted by Nov. 1. To cleansthe streets 2 
alone would take $600,000 a year. ; ° im 
Mr. Cooper said the inspectors did not d .

I 
owe $117 for rent to the Pullman company.“

BUTCHERS’ STRIKE IS DECLARED OFF. 


All-Night Session of the Union with Nine 
Votes Necessary to Reach Decision. 

Afteran all-night session with eight tie- 
votes at Schumacher’s Hall, Forty-seventh 
street and Ashland avenue, the Stock-Yards 
butchers yesterday morning declared the 
strike “ off’ im the packing houses. Presi- 
dent Taylor of the Butchers’ Union was in 
the chair, and there was an attendance of 
250 men. The abandonment of the strike at 
Omaha was announced, and when it was 
known that two expert butchers had gone 
back to work at Morris & Co.’s house a mo- 
tion was made to declare the strike off.“ 
The motion created an uproar, but was sec- 
onded, and the resultant vote was a tie. Eight 
votes were then taken, the matter being 
freely discussed after each, but each 
time the strikers kept the same front. 
the Chairman declining to cast the decisive 
vote. On the ninth ballot one delegate swung 
over, Yesterday morning 2,000 men stood 
in front 3 the packing houses but disappoint- 

ited them. At Swift’s Superintend- 
ent Wilder expressed surprise and declared 
he neéded nomen. He finally selected six 
and put them to work. At Nelson Morris & 
Co.’s Ed Morris was equally overwhelmed to 
find 500 men waiting to tind employment. 
He could give work to but twelve 
and did so. At Armour’s 15 were taken 
back, At each of the other houses 
not more than forty-five or fifty secured 
employment. ‘Then the police were called to 
clear the alleys, and the crowds of disap- 
pointed butchers were ¢ispersed. 

President Taylor went back to his bench 
at the International Packing company’s 
house, and charges were made that he had 
sold out.“ This was denied. however, by 
the other strike leaders, who claim that the 
best policy was adopted and that it was best 
for the strikers to secure what work they 
could, 


Testimony as to Train Stopping, 

John Berry, a Pan-Handle striker, was before 
Commissioner Hoyne yesterday charged with ob- 
structing the mails and inter-State commerce. 
Berry was arrested ten days ago and his case was 
continued, L. M. Dooley, conductor of atPan- 
Handle passengertrain, testified that the night of 
June 30 his train was stopped by a mob at River- 
dale and the Puliman cars detached. The train 
was then allowed to proceed on ite way without 
the Pullmans. Frank Pemvbor, a boy 16 years 
old, swore that he saw Berry uncouple the Pull 
man cars, using a bar of iron to loosen the 
coupling. The boy said the defendant said he 
would have the bar nickel-plated ana would keep 
it as a memento of the occasion. The case was 
continued to give the government an opportu- 
bity to $é€cure more testimony,

the Pullman works were opened yesterday morn- 
ing and the big Corliss engine was turn 
wheels whign kept 2,100 men busy. Manager 
Middleton Said the company had work for no 
more men at present, but had the names of many 
ex-employés on the register and would give them 
emplopment as fast as orders for new work 
came in to warrant an increase of the force.

John McCurty, D. Melton, W. C. Straight, and J. 
W. West, who were arrested Aug. 4 on complaint 
of John Mueller, a non-union workman,answered 
charges of assault and were dismissed. 


WISOONSIN SOLDIERS FIGHT FIRE. 


Flames Come Close to the Magazine—Good 
Showing by the Infantry. 

Camp Dovauas, Wis., Aug. 16.— [Special.] 
—It was fortunate for the marksmen that no 
skirmish runs were attempted today, because 
the smoky condition of the atmosphere would 
have made it impossible to secure high scores. 
Real apprehension from the fires was enter- 
tained this afternoon for the first time, when 
they came within 300 or 400 yards of the 
range-house. All of the ammunition is stored 
there and much fear was entertained for its 
safety. The men. were ordered out, fought 
gallantly, and stopped the progress of the 
flames.

The members on the staif 
were Gen. Falk; Capt. Hobart, Col. Hollister, 
Col. Winsor, Col. Dever, Lieut. Buck, and 
Capt. Hart, one of the staff officers of the 
Governor of Minnesota. Immediately back 
of the line of staff officers was Gen, Chapman 
in a carriage.

FIRE PUMPS FOR TUGS PLAN PRO- 
GRESSING FAVORABLY.

Meeting Held by the Committes of the 
Lumbermen's Association and Resolu- 
tions Fassed- Other Interests to Be 
Asked to Join=Charles H. Gilbert of 
St. Paul Appointed Western Manager 
of the Lancashire=Sométhing of a Sur- 
prise to Those Interested. 


Plans for equipping tugboats in the Chicago 
River with fire pumps and hose to be auxiliary 
to the Fire Department are going on im a way 
that warrants those intePested in a belief that 
they will be carried out. There was a meet- 
ing of the committee of the Lumbermen’s 
Association yesterday afternoon in the office 
of the asso-siation, room No. 1360 Old Colony 
Building, when forinal action looking to this 
end was taken. Resolutions were passed ask- 
ing for the appointment of committees from 
other lines of business interested, the whole 
to form a central committee to take up the 
fight. In addition to this the Fire Depart- 
ment has prepared a set of rules for the 
guidance of Captains of tugboats equipped 
for fire service. These rules read as follows: 

In case of fire the Captain of each tugboat 
equipped for fire service will report to the officer 
in command at fire and be subject to his orders 
while on fire duty. 8 
The time ih service will be taken by the officer 
in command: who will report to the Fire Marshal. 

Pumps and hose are to be used only in case of 
fire and they are to be annually inspected by the 
Fire Department. 

The Lumbermen’s Association committee 
consists of E. S. Hartwell, Chairman, E. E. 
Hooper, Secretary, T. Wilce, C. B. Flinn, 
Francis Beidler, W. W. Schultz, D. S. Pate, 
Edward Hines, Perley Lowe, and James P. 
Soper. In the meeting yesterday afternoon 
the whole question was gone over thoroughly. 
It was reported that a majority of the tug- 
owners were favorable to tho plan and would 
allow the city to equip the tugs with fire 
pumps and hose, no charge being made for 
the service except for the aciual expense in- 
curred for fuel and for the service of the men 
while on duty ata fire. The following resolu- 
tions were then passed unanimously} 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Lumber- 
men's Association be instructed to communicate 
with or visit the various organizations com- 
prising elevator, railroad, Board of Trade, ship- 
ping interests, coal, insurance, Stock-Yards, also 
the large individual representatives of property 
adjacent to such river and request the appoint- 
mentin their behalf of committees to meet the 
committee of the Lumbermen’s Association at 
their room, No. 1300 Old Colony Building, at 
such future time as said committees are reported 
named and subject to further advice as to time 
of meeting. with a view of | devising ways and 
means for the equipment of the tugs plying on 
our river with pumps and such other tire protec- 
tion subject to the control of the Chicago Fire 
Department for use and subject to call in cases 
of fire adjacent to such river; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Mayor and the Chairmen of 
the Committees of Fire and Water, Finance, and 
Ways and Meane of the Common Council, and 
Fire Marshal Swenie be requested to be present 
at such meeting. 


LANCASHIRE’S NEW WESTERN MANAGER 
Charles B. Gilbert of the St. Paul F. and 
M. to Succeed Daniel Winslow. 

Charles B. Gilbert, the present Secretary of 
the St. Paul Fire and Marine Insurance com- 
pany of St. Paui, Minn., has been appointed 
Western Manager of the Lancashire Iusur- 
ance company, with headquarters in Chicago. 
The appointment, which has been the subject 
of speculation among insurance men for two 
months, was announced yesterday afternoon 
by Charles Povah, submanager of the Lanca- 
shire, who came over from England for the 
express purpose of naming a successor to 
Daniel Winslow, who returns to New York as 
Assistant United States Manager for the 
North British and Mercantile, 

The appointment came in the nature of a 
surprise. The Chicago insurance men who 
have been making appointments every day 
for the Lancashire had never considered Mr.

PLAN FOR ANOTHER LIFT BRIDGE.
